treatment and management are 
quite sat ^factory by either reduc­ 
ing the starches and sugars in the 
diet or by giving insulin artifi­ 
cially. 
That, of course, does not cover 
•very difficulty in the management 
as every diabetic finds out for him­ 
self when he starts out to under­ 
take his own treatm ent, even 
under the best medical direction. 


Childhood and Middle Age 
One very important point that 
should be stressed is the differ­ 
ence between the management of 
diabetes in childhood and middle 
age. 
Childhood diabetes is invariably 
far more severe than the adult 
form. There is a greater degree of 
destruction of those cells of the 
pancreas which secrete insulin and 
the utilization of gluco e is there­ 
fore down to very low levels. The 
middle-aged diabetic can, in over 
half the cases, get along by dieting 
alone. Most people after forty cat 
more than they need anyway, m d 
they can *;• >ly cut down on L e 
starch and s igar intake to supply 
them with enough energy and not 
overburden their bodily mecha­ 
nism of burning glucose. If they 
simply renounce sugar in the cof­ 
fee, bread, oatmeal, and crackers 
they usually are able to put them­ 
selves 
in energy 
balance and 
equilibrium without showing any 
surplus of glucose in the urine or 
blood. 
Children, however, who develop 
diabetes for reasons that we only 
partially understand have a far 
greater destruction of insulin-pro­ 
ducing cells so that it is hardly 
possible to keep them sugar-free

No scien­ 
tific discovery could ever have 
done more for any group than that 
of insulin did for these children. 
Between these two extremes lie 
every variety and degree of case. 
Soma need just a little insulin to 
bring their sugar utilization up to 
their needs.

J A M D E N, N. J. — The little 
woman irons and sews today in 
w ar industries. Or so it seem s from 
the tools she uses, which probably 
through design often suggest some­ 
thing connected w ith housework or 
beauty care. 
Though they look as if a w orker 
bi ought them from her home, in­ 
dustry's latest sewing m achine and 
flatiron are fresh from electronics 
laboratories. 
The Instrum ent th a t resembles 
sn iron and handles m u c h the 
sam e (even to the pressing-cloth) 
tu rn s out to be an electronic gun. 
It shoots high-frequency currents 
deep into built-up strips of ply­ 
wood or lam inated strips of hard­ 
wood. 
Heat is so intensely applied for 
a traction of a second th a t it m elts 
and spreads resin glue between the 
pieces of wood. And as the heat 
snaps off in split-second tim ing, 
the glue im m ediately sets. 
They used to tack these pieces 
together while they dried—and it 
took three tim es as long to com­ 
plete a built-up wooden propeller.

electronic fuser. The m odem join­ 
er th a t gets radio-frequency cur­ 
rent from tubes much like your 
radio’s wields together two plastic 
sheets—used in balloons, raincoats, 
food containers and other m ilitary 
products. 
Your bond purchases help buy 
m achines like this, the spot gluer 
(m utation iron), and electric eye 
inspection units But to go back to 
the heat-applying m achines: 
“The idea applied here is th at 
high-frequency current generates 
heat inside the m aterial to be used 
—wood in some cases, strips of 
plastic in others,” explains Julius 
Haber, 
“In a number of auch processes, 
the high concentration of power 
gives all the heat th a t is required 
by being applied for only a tenth 
of a second.” 
A ccurate Timing 
The valuable quality of high-fre­ 
quency current in "spot heat” ap­ 
plications is th a t the electronic 
tubes from which it comes can be 
ao accurately timed. 
The “off and on” cycling is more 
accurate than moat cam era shut­ 
ters. And the men who design and 
build such apparatus say they are 
only on the doorstep of using elec­ 
tronics in the processes of ‘ndua- 
try. 
The solid citizen who w ants the 
electric eye, fam ous member of 
this autom atic-servant family, to 
open his garage doors the evening 
a fte r V-E ^ a y is likely to sit and 
w ait. 
“Anyhow, th a t isn’t the use of 
electronics in which the m otorist 
ought to be m ost interested,” E n­ 
gineer Jay Stowell rem arks. 
“ It will not be hard to develop 
and popularize t h e dimming of 
your ca r’s headlights, as another 
car approaches it, so th a t there 
will be light enough tbr your driv­ 
ing but no glare in the other fel­ 
low’s eyes. And there is a safety 
provision worth a lot more than 
getting 
the 
garage 
doors open 
w ithout climbing out of the car!” 


Fighting Men Benefit 
In radar, in radio, in electronic 
microscopes, to say nothing of va­ 
riations of the electric eye prin­ 
ciple, the high • frequency tubes 
outside civilian radios are p retty 
much at the service of fighting 
men. 
\\ lien war needs taper off, the 
home-ow'ner and automobile driver 
will not get as quick a look a t 
electronic m erchandise as the fac­ 
tory buyer.

“Yes, perhaps the radar princi­ 
ple could be worked out to guide 
autom obiles through traffic,” H a­ 
ber concedes. “The driver would 
take the wheel only when he w ant­ 
ed to turn into a n^w route. 
“But we have to ask about every 
development proposed for electron­ 
ics. ‘Is it economically practical? 
WU! it pay?* 
Cost Im portant Factor 
“H eat generated by electronic 
power is useful and also it ls in­ 
expensive, because of tim e saved, 
in m any of the industrial processes. 
T hat does not mean th at we would 
w ant to heat homes and buildings 
through electronic tubes. There are 
so m any cheaper ways to heat 
space. 
“Also, electronic s a f e g u a r d s 
against collisions m ight be placed 
in trains, ships and planes—but 
th a t does not suggest th a t autom o­ 
biles will have some form of rad a r 
control. The cost would delay th a t 
for a long tim e and quite likely 
forever.” 
The common variety citizen is 
m ost directly protected by high- 
fteauencv equipm ent he is not like­ 
ly to see — electron microscope* 
and m icroanalyzers. 
The first of these tools showed 
scientists m uch they could never 
know before about size, shape and 
physical stru ctu re of sm all p ar­ 
ticles. It proved to be 50 to IOO 
tim es more powerful than available 
optical equipm ent, which deperda 
on ordinary light rays. The ana­ 
lyzer shows chem ical composition 
of these sam e sm all particles. 
You’ll N ever See Electrons 
Electrons them selves are “out of 
this world” In their insignificant 
size. Radio C orporation of America 
engineers say a single electron is 
sm aller com pared to the head of a 
pin than a single drop of w ater 
com pared to N iagara Falls. But in 
the tubes m ade for an electron 
scanning microscope, the escape of 
a single electron from the tube 
can be controlled and m easured 
and its speed can be determ ined. 
‘T h e nearest thing to electronic 
principle in other form s of power,” 
I was told today, “is when heat 
boils steam out of w ater. The elec­ 
trons, which are the negative par­ 
ticle* of electricity, are boiled out 
of m etal by an electrical current. 
We can determ ine how m any will 
be boiled out and how they will be 
allowed to escape from the tube.”
